The invention set forth in claims 1, 2, 4 and 5 does 
not involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1- 
5 cited in the international search report. It would be 
easy for a person skilled in the art to employ the 
technical feature of "molding a wood-like molded item from 
a composite material that comprises cellulose-based 
particles and a resin," which is taught in documents 1-5, 
FormPCT/IPEAy409 (BoxV) (January 1994) 
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when forming the "molded item comprising a cylindrical 
body part and a support part" that is disclosed in 
document 1 or document 2 . 

The invention set forth in claim 3 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of documents 1-6 cited in 
the international search report. Document 6 discloses a 
feature wherein a bottle cover is provided with openings 
whereby it is possible to see the bottle that is inserted 
therein. 

The invention set forth in claims 6 and 7 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1-8 
cited in the international search report. Document 7 
discloses the feature of extruding a material by means of 
an extrusion molding apparatus and then molding the 
material by means of a sizer unit, while document 8 
discloses the feature of severing the extrusion molded 
items by means of a severing device. 
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
